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The  greatest  encourage- 
ment in  my  work  of  recent 
years  is  the  loyalty  of  P.  C. 
alumni  and  their  increasing 
support  of  the  College  pro- 
gram. 

Contributions  to  the  Alum- 
ni Fund  are  coming  in  more 
rapidly  than  in  previous  years. 
Two  busy  doctors  and  several 
other  alumni  have  given  much 
time  and  contributed  consid- 
erable travel  in  arousing  in- 
terest in  the  Living  Endow- 
ment Fund.  We  were  greatly 
moved  recently  when  an  al- 
umnus, suffering  from  an  ill- 
ness which  doctors  said  might 
be  permanently  disabling, 
sent  a  contribution  with  the 
statement  that  his  love  for  P. 
C.  was  such  that  he  would  be 
willing  to  borrow  the  money, 
if  necessary,  that  he  might  do 
his  part  in  getting  his  local 
group  to  be  represented  100 
per  cent  in  contributions.  I 
am  glad  that  this  friend  is  im- 
proving in  his  physical  condi- 
tion, and  I  hope  that  his  en- 
thusiasm will  become  charac- 
teristic of  all  our  alumni. 

All  of  the  leading  private 
colleges  of  America  are  in- 
creasingly dependent  upon  an- 
nual alumni  contributions. 
Last  year  Dartmouth  led 
American  colleges  in  percent- 
age of  alumni  contributing 
when  66.2  per  cent  of  its 
alumni  made  contributions  to- 
taling $577,263.  P.  C.  alumni 
do  not  have  the  numbers  or 
resources  to  surpass  the  size 
of  the  Dartmouth  gift,  but 
you  can  lead  America  in  per- 
centage of  alumni  giving, 
even  if  some  gifts  must  be 
small.  If  most  of  our  alumni 
contribute  regularly,  P.  C. 
will  expand  its  usefulness  and 
merit  an  increasing  prestige.

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Synods    Approve    Campaign 
For    New    Dormitory    Funds 


Presbyterian  College's  greatly 
needed  new  dormitory  has  moved 
a  definite  stride  closer  to  realiza- 
tion with  Synod  approval  of  a 
campaign  to  raise  $150,000  for  the 
project. 

President  Marshall  W.  Brown 
announced  that  a  drive  will  be 
launched  immediately  through  the 
churches  in  the  supporting 
Synods  of  South  Carolina  and 
Georgia  in  which  all  members 
will  be  asked  to  cooperate. 

The  need  of  additional  dormi- 
tory space  is  immediate,  given 
vivid  emphasis  this  Fall  when  li- 
terally scores  of  students  were 
forced  to  obtain  rooming  accom- 
modations with  Clinton  residents 
while  still  others  had  to  be  turn- 
ed away  for  lack  of  facilities.  PC 
has  had  a  waiting  list  for  dormi- 
tory rooms  for  the  past  six  con- 
secutive years;  but  the  need  be- 
came even  more  acute  this  year, 
and  the  prospect  is  for  continued 
high  demand  in  the  foreseeable 
future. 

Presbyterian     College      already 


has  detailed  plans  ready  to  start 
work  on  providing  more  room 
space.  The  plans,  by  an  architect 
with  a  wide  range  of  experience 
in  the  field,  call  for  completely 
renovating  Laurens  Dormitory — 
using  only  the  four  walls  of  the 
present  building — and  adding  two 
large  wings  on  each  end.  The  re- 
sult would  be  facilities  for  100 
more  students. 

The  Synod  of  Georgia,  meeting 
at  Savannah  on  Sept.,  gave  its 
approval  for  the  raising  of  $50,- 
000  in  that  Synod.  Then  the 
Synod  of  South  Carolina,  at  its 
annual  meeting  on  Oct.  6-8  in 
Kingstree,  voted  permission  to 
raise  $100,000  from  among  its 
church   membership. 

President  Brown,  in  announc- 
ing the  forthcoming  campaign, 
said  he  feels  certain  the  friends  of 
Presbyterian  College  throughout 
South  Carolina  and  Georgia  will 
give  the  college  the  same  loyal 
and  generous  support  in  this 
worthy  effort  as  they  have  in 
other  hours  of  need.

One  of  these  ministerial  candi- 
dates—E.  M.  Watt  of  Sumter— 
is  a  first  string  varsity  star  at  de- 
fensive halfback  and  handles  the 
punting  chores.  Coaches  rate 
him  among  the  team's  most  valu- 
able men.

New  Professors 

Three  professors,  one  an  alum- 
nus, have  been  added  to  the  Pres- 
byterian College  faculty  for  the 
1952-53  session. 

The  new  men  are:  Albert  H. 
Wallace,  French:  Charles  L. 
Evans,  English:  and  1st  Lt.  Ernest 
M.  Kelly,  military  science  and 
tactics. 

Wallace  was  graduated  from 
PC  with  a  A.  B.  Degree  in  the 
Class  of  1949.  He  later  attended 
the  University  of  Alabama  and 
received  his  Master's  from  that 
institution  in  1951.  Immediately 
before  returning  to  his  Alma 
Mater,  Wallace  was  employed  by 
United  Air  Lines  in  Chattanooga, 
Tenn. 

Evans  came  to  Presbyterian 
from  Emory  University  where  he 
served  as  senior  instructor  while 
working  toward  his  doctorate  in 
English.  A  former  principal  of 
the  Claxton,  Ga.,  schools,  he  re- 
ceived his  A.  B.  Degree  from 
Mercer  in  1941  and  his  Master's 
from  Emory  in  1950. 

Lt.  Kelly  replaces  Maj.  Samuel 
Gray  as  assistant  professor  of 
military  science  and  tactics  in 
the  ROTC  Department.  He  attend- 
ed The  Citadel  as  a  pre-medical 
student  and  finished  with  a  B.  S. 
Degree  in  1947.  A  year  later  he 
went  into  the  army  as  an  infan- 
try officer  and  has  just  returned 
from  36  months  service  overseas 
in   Germany. 
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Military  Department  Has  Progressive 
Program  For  1952-53 


Woodson  to  Receive 
Gold  "P"  Oct.  17 


Presbyterian  College's  nation- 
ally recognized  ROTC  unit  march- 
es into  its  33rd  year  with  a  bigger 
battalion  roll  than  ever  before 
and  several  innovations  in  the 
operating  procedure  of  the  his- 
toric unit. 

Increasingly  popular  in  recent 
years,  the  Presbyterian  cadet 
corps  has  reached  a  bulging  peak 
this  term  with  its  roster  bearing 
a  25  percent  increase  over  the 
1951-52  session.  Lt.  Col.  Michael 
Gussie,  professor  of  military 
science  and  tactics,  sets  the  cur- 
rent total  at  332  cadets.  This 
compares  to  262  last  year,  which 
in  turn  had  seen  a  sharp  increase 
over  the  previous  year. 

The  increase  is  overall,  spread 
among  the  four  classes  of  basic 
and  advanced  training  in  this 
manner:  37  seniors  who  are  sche- 
duled for  reserve  commissions 
upon  graduating  next  June,  35 
juniors  in  first-year  advanced 
and  preparing  for  camp  next 
summer,  101  sophomores  and  159 
freshmen  in  the  two  basic  cours- 
es. 

The  first  innovation  in  the 
Presbyterian  College  unit  has 
been  the  addition  of  a  cadet  chap- 
lain to  the  battalion  staff.  Cadet 
Lieutenant  E.  M.  Watt  of  Sum- 
ter, S.  C,  a  ministerial  student 
who  is  also  president  of  the  stu- 
dent body  and  a  star  athlete,  was 
appointed  by  the  senior  military 
class  to  fill  the  new  position.  As 
chaplain  it  will  be  his  duty  to 
supervise  the  religious  welfare  of 
the  unit  and  serve  as  liaison  be- 
tween the  battalion  and  the  Stu- 
dent Christian  Association,  to  ad- 
vise the  military  department  on 
religious  matters,  to  co-ordinate 
the  work  of  religious  welfare  or- 
ganizations on  campus  and  to  be 
available  to  all  cadets  for  advice. 

Another  new  move  and  one  to- 
ward greater  efficiency  is  the 
opening  of  a  non-commissioned 
officers'  school  for  cadet  non- 
coms.  Designed  to  standardize 
and  improve  the  instruction  of 
this  cadet  group,  the  school  will 
cover  such  courses  of  instruction 
as:  leadership;  military  courtesy 
and  discipline;  uniform  regula- 
tions; teaching  methods;  and 
voice  and  command. 

The  third  departure  from  past 
pattern   has    been   the    establish- 


ment of  rifle  team  competition  as 
an  intramural  sport  on  the  Pres- 
byterian College  campus.  This 
means  expanding  the  field  be- 
yond the  usual  ROTC  rifle  team 
to  bring  eight  teams  onto  the  fir- 
ing range.  Teams  from  each  of 
the  six  fraternities  and  two  non- 
fraternity  groups  will  compete  in 
in  two  leagues,  with  a  team  tro- 
phy going  to  the  winner  and  nu- 
merous awards  for  individual  ex- 
cellence. 

Meanwhile  the  fast-stepping 
ROTC  band  under  the  direction  of 
Kay  Mills'  hits  an  even  snappier 
beat  this  year  as  it  continues  to 
fill  a  crowded  schedule  of  en- 
gagements at  football  games  and 
parades. 

1952  Enrollment 
Sets  Record 

Presbyterian  College  has  its 
greatest  resident  enrollment  in 
history  this  semester. 

Registrar  G.  Edward  Campbell 
'50  has  announced  a  total  of  481 
students  registered  for  the  first 
semester  of  the  1952-53  session. 
This  is  second  only  to  the  488 
who  entered  in  the  Fall  of  1949, 
but  many  more  of  the  latter 
group  attended  as  day  students. 

Although  PC  has  had  a  waiting 
list  for  dormitory  rooms  for  the 
past  six  consecutive  years,  this 
term  found  the  demand  greater 
than  ever  before.  With  all  cam- 
pus facilities  for  the  Fall  reserv- 
ed as  early  as  last  Spring,  the 
college  purchased  a  home  near 
the  campus  to  house  another  18 
students.  Even  so,  literally  scores 
of  students  have  had  to  arrange 
accommodations  with  Clinton  re- 
sidents, while  others  were  turned 
away. 

Applications  for  admittance  of 
worthy  students  was  such  that 
the  new  dormitory,  for  which  a 
fund-raising  campaign  will  be 
launched  shortly,  could  have 
been  easily  filled. 

The  breakdown  of  this  semes- 
ter's enrollment  of  481  students 
reads:  Freshmen — 203;  sopho- 
mores— 112;  juniors — 90;  and 
seniors — 73.  There  are  468  men, 
13  women  and  3  special  students 
on  campus.  A  further  analysis 
shows  448  non-veterans  and  only 
33  veterans  registered. 


The  Gold  P  Alumni  Award  for 
1952  will  be  given  Dr.  Marshall 
Scott  Woodson  '20  in  special  cere- 
monies at  Homecoming  on  Oct. 
17. 

Presentation  is  set  for  the 
Alumni  Luncheon,  and  at  the 
same  time,  certificates  of  award 
will  be  given  retoactively  to 
Gold  P  winners  of  past  years. 

Dr.  Woodson,  president  of  Flora 
Macdonald  College  in  Red  Springs 
N.  C,  was  selected  for  the  high 
honor  by  the  Board  of  Directors 
of  the  Alumni  Association  at  its 
semi-annual  meeting  last  Spring. 
The  1952  recipient  was  cited  in 
particular  for  his  fine  work  as 
president  of  the  girls'  school. 

The  Gold  P  is  Presbyterian 
College's  highest  stamp  of  appro- 
val for  alumni.  It  is  given  annual- 
ly to  the  alumnus  who  has  made 
outstanding  progress  and  achieve- 
ment in  his  chosen  profession.

Living  Endowment 


Increasing  alumni  support 
makes  the  most  optimistic  initial 
report  yet  to  be  made  on  the 
Alumni  Fund. 

The  giving  program,  now  being 
conducted  as  a  Living  Endow- 
ment, finds  the  1952  drive  far 
ahead  of  what  it  was  at  this  point 
last  year.  Contributions  have  in- 
creased three-fold  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  donors  are  more  than 
double.  If  the  response  continues 
at  its  present  rate,  the  current 
program  will  far  exceed  all  pre- 
vious records. 

And  the  enticing  fact  still  re- 
mains that  if  every  one  of  PC's 
$30,000.  This,  no  less,  is  the  in- 
the  total  will  reach  an  impressive 
$30,000.  Ths,  no  less,  is  the  in- 
terest the  college  could  expect  to 
receive  on  an  investment  of 
$1,000,000,  conservatively  invest- 
ed. 

Alumni  chapters  and  groups  in 
localities  where  no  chapters  exist 
are  rallying  behind  the  Living 
Endowment.  Personal  solicitations 
by  captains  in  these  areas  are 
being  conducted,  and  it  is  hoped 
this  new  phase  will  prove  effec- 
tive. 

In  the  initial  Honor  Roll,  which 
finds  100  names  listed  as  of  Oct- 
ober 6,  the  Class  of  1940  steps  out 
in  front  with  seven  members  con- 
tributing. The  Class  of  195 
follows  closely  with  five  donors; 
and  1916,  1922,  1925,  1928,  1929, 
1932,  1935,  1942  all  are  tied  for 
the  number  three  position  with 
four  contributors  each.

Three  have  joined  the  roster 
within  recent  months:

Presbyterian  Rebuilding  in  Football 


Presbyterian  College  is  build- 
ing toward  the  future  in  football. 
This  year's  varsity  roster,  con- 
taining one  -  third  freshmen, 
underscores  the  point  emphati- 
cally. 

It  was  the  year  of  decision:  to 
build  or  bust.  With  ten  seniors 
ready  to  take  sheepskins  and  de- 
part after  this  season  and  with 
only  three  juniors  and  11  sopho- 
mores on  hand,  PC  either  had  to 
bring  in  a  good  freshman  crop 
or  be  content  to  drop  from  its 
high  standard  of  small-college 
play. 

With  three  games  of  the  1952 
season  now  past,  the  general  ver- 
dict seems  to  be  that  Presby- 
terian has  one  of  its  brightest 
first-year  groups  in  many  a  year. 
And  altogether,  the  Blue  Stock- 
ing varsity  is  fielding  a  colorful 
aggregation  with  emphasis  on  the 
offense. 

Presbyterian  opened  against 
powerful  Clemson,  and  after 
spotting  the  Tigers  four  quick 
touchdowns  in  the  first  quarter, 
came  back  to  score  twice  and 
hold  the  opposition  to  four  TD's 
in  the  next  three  periods.  Final: 
Clemson  53,  PC  13. 

The  Hosemen  then  stepped  in- 
to the  winning  column  by  whip- 
ping Alabama  State  at  Livingston, 
16-13,  in  a  game  more  PC  than 
the  score  indicated. 

Against  arch-rival  Wofford,  it 
was  a  rip-snorter  all  the  way 
before  the  Terriers  swung  it  by 
virtue  of  a  three-touchdown 
fourth-quarter  finish,  33-20.  Pres- 
byterian dominated  play  the 
better  part  of  three  and  one-half 
quarters,  with  eight  fumbles  and 
several  crucial  penalties  prevent- 
ing PC  from  doubling  its  touch- 
down output.  Then  at  the  last,  re- 
serve strength  paid  off  for  Wof- 
ford. 

Out  of  these  three  games  have 
stepped  some  brilliant  stars  for 
the  Presbyterian  team.  Most  im- 
pressive has  been  the  aerial  com- 
bination of  Quarterback  Jack 
(Lefty)  Harper  of  Washington,

Lonnie  S.  McMillian  readies  his  forces  to  begin  his  12th  year  as 
head  coach  of  the  Presbyterian  College  Blue  Stockings  this  fall.  He's 
the  man  who  introduced  the  T-formation  in  the  Southeast  on  becom- 
ing head  coach  in  1941.  A  keen  strategist  and  razzle-dazzle  artist,  he 
has  since  switched  to  the  Split-T. 
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rated  high  nationally  for  the  past 
two  seasons. 

So  far  this  season,  Harper  has 
connected  with  15  passes  in  39 
attempts  for  326  yards  and  three 
touchdowns.  And  his  aerials  have 
set  up  two  other  scores.  Kirven 
has  caught  seven  passes  for  156 
yards  and  two  touchdowns. 

These  are  offensive  feats.  The 
two  are  equally  capable  on  de- 
fense, and  both  played  over  55 
minutes  against  Wofford. 

Offensive  stars  of  the  ground 
attack  are  Fullback  Emmett 
Fulk  of  Darlington  and  Halfback 
Curtis  Freeman  of  Clinton.  Fulk 
has  churned  out  187  yards  in  43 
attempts  for  an  average  4-3  yards- 
per-try  and  has  caught  two  pass- 
es totaling  89  yards.  Freeman's 
record  reads:  102  yards  in  24  at- 
tempts for  4.3  average. 

The  big  defenders  for  Presby- 
terian have  been:  Center  Tommy 
Guillebeau  of  Lincolnton,  Ga., 
and  Fullback  Joe  Austin  of 
Laurens — both  as  line-backers — 
Tackle  Tommy  Sheriff  of  Orange- 
burg, and  Halfback  E.  M.  Watt 
of  Sumter. 

Those  tantalizing  freshmen 
have  shown  up  well  in  varsity 
spots,  but  like  all  newcomers, 
need  seasoning  and  cannot  be  ex- 
pected to  assume  full  varsity 
status  until  the  end  of  the  year. 
The  big  improvement  toward  the 
future  is  the  acquisition  of 
weight  for  the  forward  wall,  an 
ingredient  which  has  been  miss- 
ing in  recent  seasons — much  to 
the  woe  of  Line  Coach  Sid 
Varney.

Graduation  last  June  took  the 
awesome  cage  trio — Dwight  Gron- 
mger,  Lew  Hawkins  and  Kay 
Hill — who  had  sparked  colorful 
Blue  Stocking  teams  tor  all  four 
of  their  years  on  campus.  They 
were  the  first  to  bring  Indiana 
basketball  to  PC.  Sheepskins  also 
bounced  out  Bill  Carter  ana  Skip 
bkinner. 

However,  Coach  Norman  Sloan 
feels  that  he  has  brought  in  six 
good  freshman  players  who 
snould  reach  a  high  standard  of 
play  with  a  little  more  experien- 
ce. And  he  still  has  two  first- 
stringers  of  last  season  around 
which  to  build. 

Guard  Paul  Nye,  of  Akron, 
Ind.,  team  captain  and  sparkplug, 
and  Bill  Blewett  of  Paducah,  Ky. 
— who  plays  either  guard  or  for- 
ward— are  the  two  topflight  men 
expected  to  provide  the  necessary 
ballast  of  experience  to  the  club. 
Both  are  keen  competitors  and 
all-round  smooth  ball-players. 

Improving  rapidly  after  seeing 
service  his  freshman  year  is  Cen- 
ter Frank  Bondurant,  of  Frank- 
fort, Ind.,  6  foot-7  inch  pivot  who 
could  be  the  key  to  the  squad's 
success.  Sloan  depends  upon  his 
developing  to  assume  full  first- 
string  responsibility.  And  also 
back  from  the  1951-52  team  are: 
Center  Richard  E.  Johnson,  of 
Portsmouth,  Va.,  Guards  Clyde 
Beaumont  of  Charlotte  and  J.  T. 
McQueen  of  Mullins,  and  For- 
ward Joe  Counts  of  Brunswick, 
Ga.,  all  of  whom  should  see 
plenty  of  action  with  more  ex- 
perience. Johnson  and  Counts 
both  scrap  the  ceiling  in  the  vic- 
inity of  6  feet-5  inches. 

In  the  final  analysis,  the  rapid- 
ity with  which  the  newcomers 
come  around  to  help  fill  the  gaps 
left  by  graduation  hold  the  ans- 
wer to  just  how  impressive  Pres- 
byterian's win-loss  record  will  be. 
The  coach  figures  they  should 
hit  a  good  stride  by  mid-season 
and  prove  tough  competition  from 
there  on.

He  is  Sgt.  Har- 
rell  E.  Graham  '50x  of  Lake  City 
whose  unit  is  not  known  but  who 
was  reported  in  the  last  issue 
as  having  recently  graduated 
from  the  Far  East  Command 
Chemical  School  at  Camp  Gifu, 
Japan.

Inf.,  APO  86)  received  a  bronze 
star  for  the  action  in  which  he 
was  slightly  wounded  last  June.

There  is 
no  doubt  but  that  he  was  in 
actual  combat  at  the  time 
of  his  disappearance,  and 
since  he  has  not  turned  up 
in  a  week's  time  it  looks  as 
if  the  enemy  had  him.

But  until  we 
know  definitely  and  can 
base  our  calculations  as  to 
the  future,  we  think  it  best 
to  go  ahead  with  our  plans. 
He  had  set  his  heart  on 
going  to  Medical  school  .  . 

"Please  convey  these  sad 
news  to  his  friends  at  PC."
